An Instance In Musteation of this
ocenrred in the honse of pepresentatives
Wednesday: Me, Grosvenor of Olilo, in
urging the necessity for cconomy in ap-
praprintions, stated that sinee the pres-
ent el lnw went hnto operation the
expendlivres of the government had ox-
eoeded the reoceipts to the amount of
aver STO00000  and  conteasted s
with the revenue results fn the first
nineteen wonths  ander the  Inst e
publican tarviff,. “1'he condition of the
revenucs,” sald Mr, Grosvenor, “hrought
about by the domination of the party
that condomued leglslation for the pro-
tection of Ameriean industry oo noders
took to legisinte for revenue ouly, com-
pelled economy.” The fignres presented
by the OBio congressmam Were aues-
thonalde.  The responsibitity for them
Is no loss 80,

But Mr. Patterson of ‘Tennessee, who
hns the mwerlt of being one of the ablest
of the demoeratie advoentes of Lonest
money, while at the snme time an ex-
treme el reformer, ook exception o
Mr. Grosvenor's position and declnred
that il was not the democeatie tarl{l, Lt
the silver purchase act of 1800, to which
the unfortunate conditions of the last
three years are due. He sald that aet
reduesl gold receipte at the eustoms
honges to less than 48 per eont and from
that day the country had been in dis-

It was o mensure of compromise, to
avert free  sillver  legislation. It re-
eelved republican support hocause it was
thought to be the best solution at that
time of the silver question,  But thers
were no {1 effects of a serlons nature
that could fairly be ascribed to it until
after the democeratie suecess of 1802
which earried with it a threat o over.
thirow the poliey of protection. It was
this and not the silver purchase In'w
which alarmed the financial and indus-
trinl interests of the country and pro-
duced panic and depression, from which
the conntry has not yet recovered, al
though the silver purchase act was re-
pealed nearly three years ngo,

The demoeratic party will not suceeed
in diverting the public attention from
ity disastrous  ceonomie poliey.

PRETEXT FOR HIGIHN INSURANCE RATES,

In the discussion bofore the IRetailers!
associntion the valued policy law was
pleaded as the chief cause for the re
cent advances in Nebraska insurance
eates. The impression sought to he con-
veyed by the nnderwriters is that this
“Uyleious™ law, as they are pleased to
term  1it, was Inspived by hostility to
corporations I general and Insuranes
companies  in partlenlae. The  foet
that the  Iaw wias  oennetenl hy
the almost unaubmous vote of o
legislatnre overwholmingly ropublican
In both houses and approvied by Gov-
ormar  Thayer, a stalwart republican
who s never been eharged with hos-
tility to corporations, disproves the in
timation that this measure I8 of popu-
lstie ovigin or Inspived by anti-corpora
thion prejudice.  The insinuation  that
the position taken by The Bee on this
question Is doe to recent grivvances
nenlost insueaoee compunios Is oqually
unfonnded,

In its lssne of Septemboer 12, 1881
The Bee oditorially conumented upon
the report of Insurance Commissioner
MeGHll of Minnesom, who took the posi-
tionn  that  the Increase of  insurnnee
losses was due to over-lnsurnnee, which
lends  dishonest people to become In-
cendiavies in order to realize a gooil
price on thelr property, In his recom-
mendation  of  compulsory  underin-
surnnes as the troe remedy, Mr. Medil)
had sald: *This might be aceomplished
by a law requiving owners of property
dosiring (o have It insored to lst ihe
valug of it under oath, the value thus
ascertained to be made of publie record
and prohibiting compnnles feom wrlting
over three-fourths of this value." In
summarizing s views on Me, MeGiill'e
sehome, The Beo declared:

*Oune grent teonble whiteh Mr. MeGil
seems (o have overlooked is that in-
Airanee agents are too anxlons to have
people insure thely property for more
than the actual value shmply beenns:
they want to make a high prombom and
Increase  their own Ineomes.  Agenls
knowingly solicit Increased Insuranee
on propecty that is alvendy well Insured
and we hold that this Is not only o dis
honest aet on their part but o tempta-
tion to the Insurer, I at all inclined ta
bo dishonest, to set his property on flee
aud convert It into ensh. We bellove
that & lnw should be passed awd elghlly
enforeed making it a  penitentinry
offense to over-insure property and on
the other band that all companies
should be eompelled to pay every cent
called for In the policy In ecase of total
loss.  This would check incendinrvism
and make Insurance companies anil
thelr ngents more careful nbout lssuing
pollcies for excessive lnsurvance.”

This positlon was taken by The Hee
twoelve youars ago aud five years bolore
the cnactiment of the Nebraska valusd

policy law. As yet expericuce under

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the ealued polley law has not sustalned
the nssumption that the compantes have
groater riskes to enrry now than formerly,
The Tosses by Incendinrism have not
beon Increassd by teason of the law,
The Inrge losses In Omaha In 1803 are
more to be areribed to defective electric
wiring than to any other one ennse,
Sluce then the remody hing beon applied
by rigld ingpection and the enforeement
OF nocessnry reguintions, The fact that
the five losses In 1805 have Dbeen very
Heht despite the Ineentive to Incendiny-
fgm which always accompanics busl-
ness  depression s within  [=elf  con-
cluslve as to the charge that the valuel
pollcy Iaw has Increased the fire risk.

Whether the offensive lnw remalns on
the statnte books or I repealed, there
is no good reason why Omaha shonld be
compelled to pay higher rates than other
cities  gimilavly siinated,  While onr
citlgens have always shown themselven
willing to meet oll reasonable domands
for thee protection, they Insist upon falr
terentment at the hands of the under.
wirltors,

MEXIUG ANID THE MOANRUE INWTRINE.

The reference to the Monroe doctring
nide by President Dinz o his moesspge
to the Mexiean eongress is conservatlve,
bt it leaves no doubt of his favorable
vegird for the doeteine, amd anguestion-
abily e volees the sentiment of the Mex-
lean people. What he says boars evi-
tdence o o strong republican feeling.
which would conntenance no Baropean
cucrogehments upon  the republics of
this hemisphere with the object of ex-
temding  monarehicn]l institutions  here,
and it I easy o belleve that In the
event of the Undted SBtates being ealled
vpon to enforee the Monroe  docteine
the assistanee of Mexico could be safely
connted upon If needed. The statement
of Presiident Diaz regavding the posi-
tion of his government and people to
ward thi= important Ameriean  policy
will make o stronger impression  in
Euorope than would a shllar utteranees
from the ehieof exeeutive of any other of
the independont nations of this hemis
phiere, becanse Mexico has less renson
than any other to apprehend the possi-
bility of Enropean interference in ber
political aMairs or of an attempt on the
part of any uation of Euvope (o on
cronech npon ber territory.  Beling se
cure In this vespect her president might
hava felt that it was annecessary Lo
commit the govornment to the sunport
of the Monroe doctrine, amd the fael
that he has declaved In favor of the dos
trine must more strongly assure Europe
that it is aecopted as an establisbed pol-
Iey by the independent nations to which
It applies. It wil nlso  serve to
strengthen the friendship between Mex-
feo and the United States,

MANUFACTIIRERS AND SILVER,

Some two weeks ngo o number of
Philadelphin mannfacturvers held o con
ference Iin Washingion with the' repab-
Hean free silver senntors, the under-
stood purpose being to effect an areange
ment by which the sapport of the mant
facturers wonld be given to the canse of
froe ailver In exchangs for the sunport
of the revenue DIl by the silver sen:
ators. An atfemmpt was made 1o give
grent hmporitanee to this meeting as eve-
diencing a willingness on the part of the
felends of a protective il (o compro
mise with the advoeates of the free
and nnlimited coinaee of sillver at o ra
tio of 10 to 1 in for nddij
tional protection, and the silver people
endenvored to make eapital out of the
matter, The conference, however, o
sultedl In no arrangement, whether he-
cause the manufactorers who attemnded
woere nnable to glve satisfactory assur
anees to the froe sillver senators, or for
some other reason, does not appear,

But the bmpression conveyed by
meeting waos doeted by the Manufae-
turers’ club of Philadelphia to requive
correction, and o Cfew days ago the elnh
adopted resolutions denouncing as fls
“the stitement mnde by the freicads of
free silver and echoed by those of froe
teade that our Philadilphla manntne-
furers are willing to barter with the
sllver senntors for the feee eolnage of
silver in exchange for additionn) peotec
tHon Iowaes also declaved that the elub
g unnlterably opnosed to the froe eoln
nee of silver hy the TTodted States alonoe,
flrmiy  believing  that  suelt p polley
woulil vesolt in disaster at home aml
dishonor abromd, angd woulidl only oper
ate to place this conntry upon the bnsis
of silver monometallism,

Unquestiopably there are manuafaetn
ers in Plhifiadelphia ol elsewheors who
are willlng to bavter for the free colnnge
of silver in exehbange for sdditional pro-
tection, but they constitute a very small
aml not very infloential minority.  The
nttitnde of the great majority of them
I3 corvectly reflocted in the ennnelations
af the Manufacturers' elub of Philadel-
phili, o representative bhody whose mem-
bers have fnr-reaching business  relos
tloms, both domestie and forelen, and
whose utterances will have wide inila-
onee, The men who eonduet the grent
Hedustelal enterprises of the conntry are
with practical unanimity in favor of
Lionest money,

Lively Bession of the House Committes on
Territories,

BILL WENT OVER WITHOUT ACTION

—T AL R b o s Ll
Memibers of the Moonse Committes
Argur Agalnst Admission Until

the Tuwues of the Present
Coampnign Are Settled,

WABHINGTON, April 2.—Today's maeet-

Ing of the houfe committes on territories was
devoted to a dincusklon of Arizonk and New
Mexios statehood bills, and the commitiee
falled to arflve at a voting stage. Delegates
Murphy and Catron asserted that the op-
pononis of statehood In the committer wera
dolng the talking moerely as a Alibwstering
move, And  consequently Lthe meeting
a rather warm one. The two delegates ex-
erted thelr endeavors to Induce the com-
mittie to votp, and refused to be drawn Into
the debate, although the epponents of state.
hood asked them many questions. To ptre-
vant the consumption of time, the delegates
detlined to answer moste of the quostionn,
taking the ground that the matter had been
thoroughly gdikcussed already.

The only test vole was Lhat upon the cone
sideration of the Dilla, and It was ecarriod
by & to 6. Those voling for consideration
wore.  IPerkinn, republican of Town: Lefevre,
republican of New York; Avery, republican
of Michigan; Harrls, republlcan of Obhlo;
Turner, democrat of Virginin: Cooper, demo-
ernt of Texan, Agalnst consideration: Knox,
republican of Masgachusetts; Taft, républican
of Ohlo; Lowe, ropubliean of New York;
Harrison, demoorat of Alabama; Owens,
demoerat of Kentucky.,

Mr. Taft during the discosslon deelared
that congresa could mot blind its eyes to the
fact that the admisslon of the two territories
would add four votes for free silver to the
gonate. He argued that It was not falr that
the existing status of the unlon should be
changed in the midet of a great controyveroy
like the financial questjon; that the question
should be ectiled by the union as It now
wiands, and that sound money men should
uot be handleapped by new sllver states. He
nlso charged that 25 per cent of the inhabi-
tatits of Arizecna and 33 per cent of New
Mexico are [lilerate.

United States Invited to Moke n Com~
mereinl Exhibit,

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The Depariment
of Slate has received an Invitation through
the Belglan minister for the participation by
tha United States In the internaticnal exposi-
tiin to be held at Brussls, beginning April
24, 1807, and cloglng November 10 aof the
same year, The sécretary of state, In a lettor
to the sacretary of the treasury, has recom-
monded that congress be asked to appropriate
215,000 to enable this country to be properly
represented by a commisalon.  Attentlen Is
called 1o the fact that the Belglan govern-
muont partiecipated oMeially at the Chicago
